that will prevent the realty organ­ 
ization from following some of the 
practices that they nave in other 
places. 
The Anderson company has paid 
little heed to the requirements of 
the Chicago Petter lousiness Bu­ 
reau; they have also disregarded 
the law regarding the extension of J 
streets. In advertisements inserted j 
in Chicago newspapers, prices ol 
lots are much less than what is ac­ 
tually charged tin* customer, which 
is contrary 
to business 
require­ 
ments and might 
be considered 
grounds for revocation of state 
realty license. The state law is very 
plain regarding 
tile location 
of 
streets, whether or hot an actual 
subdivision plat has been fifed with 
the county clerk. Selling by leaps 
and bounds does not protect tile sub­ 
divider oi his responsibility. 
The above are some of the legal 
fences that the Anderson organiza­ 
tion has apparently disregarded and 
which is almost certain to provide 
a lot of trouble for the L. ii. An­ 
derson company.

Mining Town 
Present 
Hard Problem 


Twenty or thirty years ago it 
would have been simple enough 
for the W arner brothers to find 
an 
old California mining town 
for 
their 
Cosmopolitan 
Techni­ 
color drama, “Gold Is Where You 
Find It,” which comes to the Ar­ 
lington Theater Sunday and Mon­ 
day. 
But the old West isn’t like it 
used to be. There is a red-fronted 
chain store in every block in Plac­ 
erville. You’ll find a service station 
across from the old jail in Sierra 
City. So if you want an old min­ 
ing town, you have to build your 
own. 
W arner Bros, built their mining 
camp on their own ranch at Cala­ 
basas. It’s called Ten-Spot and the 
man who created it is Tell Smith, 
the art director. 
The selection of Mr. Smith to 
design the sets for “Gold Is Where 
You Find It” was a good piece of 
casting for Mr. Smith is a native 
son. He still remembers when the 
stage coaches climbed the dusty 
roads and when there were black­ 
smith shops and general stores. 
There is the general store, with 
the hitching rail in front of it and 
the Wells Fargo office next door. 
And beyond is the hardware store 
with a dentist’s office over it and 
a horse trough by the porch. 
There is, of course, a saloon with 
swinging doors but it isn’t prac­ 
tical. 
There’s no bar behind the 
doors because no action takes place 
inside. And all up and down the 
street are other buildings—a black­ 
smith shop or two, a rooming house, 
a Chinese laundry, a restaurant and 
a gambling hall.
